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Prince Andrew To Attend 



Meet At Mayo On Oct 10 

To Spend Two Days In College Campus 



Britain's Prince Andrew would be com- 
ing to India on October 10. The Duke 
of York would be here as the patron of 
Round Square schools and would be 
attending its international conference 
being co-hosted by Mayo College and 
Mayo College Girls School, Ajmer. 
The Prince is expected to spend two days 
here at the Mayo College campus and 
participate in its inauguration. 
According to the convenor of the inter- 
national conference Dinesh Bhatnagar, 
who is also the Bursar of Mayo College, 
"His arrival to the college on October 10 
is confirmed. He would attend the inau- 
guration on October 1 1 and is expected 
to stay here for two days." 
Apart from Prince Andrew, the confer- 
ence, being hosted for the third time 
in India and for the first time at Mayo, 
would also be attended by a host of 
dignitaries, including Gaj Singh, Shiv 
Khera, Mallika Sarabhai, Aruna Roy and 
others. 

The Round Square is a worldwide as- 
sociation of more than 70 schools in five 
continents. Every year it hosts a confer- 
ence with the aim of helping students 
from its member schools make a strong 
commitment, to personal development 
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and academics. 

The 2003 conference was hosted by St. 
Cyprians School and St. Stithians School 
in South Africa. Next year, the confer- 
ence was hosted at Australia and in 2006 
at Scotland. In 2007 Daly College, Indore 
played host to it. 

"About 80 schools from 22 countries 
across the globe are members of Round 
Square. We are expecting about 640 
delegates, including 400 children, to at- 
tend the five-day conference this year. All 
delegates would put up in the campus," 
said Bhatnagar. 

"The conference will be managed by 
students themselves. Every day there 
are guest speakers besides cultural pro- 
grammes in the evening," he said. 
"Besides, one day has been marked for 
adventure when children would be travel- 
ling to Chittorgarh, Jaipur, etc. and anoth- 
er day has been kept aside for social work. 
This year the theme of the conference is 
"Tamaso Maa Jyotirga Maya" i.e. Lead me 
from darkness to light," he added. 
The schools participating from India 
include Scindia Kanya Vidyalaya Gwalior, 
The Assam Valley School, Daly College 
Indore, Doon School Dehradun, etc.
